PreamWf. re- \X7HEREAS, hh Lite majefy King QhvLxlcs the Second,'bf 
citing letters * V hii letters patent, bearing date at \Wthe twenty 
patent of, pfth day s/'Oilober, in the tiventy eighth year of his reign, reciting 

aU Gar, II, therein, that his faid Alaie/iy had been informed, by the petition of 

fevcral perfons therein named, that they, and other mafters of Jhips 
ufng the northern coajis, bad bad great Ioffes at fca, near the mouth 
of the Humber, upon a very broad long Jand, thrown up and difco¬ 
vered about fix or /even months then fince, by reafon whereof thfy 
failed in great danger in the night ; and confidering that lights erected 
upon the Spurn Point, at the mouth of the Humber, wouldfor the 

/uture 
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future prevent Jiuh danger^ they applied to Juftinian Ange!I of 
London, merchant^ he being proprietor of a piece of ground fit for 
fuch purpofe ; and propofedy that if he would ereit two lights upon 
the faid grouudy they would contribute to pay him towards the charges 
and maintenance thereof, one farthing a ton ; and reciting, that the 
faid Juftinian Angell had accordingly erected two lights, zvhrcb the 
faid petitioners found to be of great benefit, and an ahfolute Jafieiy to 
all navigators on that coajl, there being no ground upon ail the coaji 
that at flight could be ereiJed upon to do any fervice to the navigators, 
tending to the aforefaid fands and harbour, but the afore faid place ; 
therefore they prayed his faid Majejly to grant to the /aid JulTmian 
Angell full power to kindle and maintain the faid lights ; and the 
majler, hardens, affifiants, and elder brethren, of the Trinity hoiife 
of NewcaAlc, having examined, and certified to his faid Maieji\\

An a< 5 t for the better regulating of buildings, and to ^ 
prevent mifehiefs that may happen by fire, within the weekly 
bills of mortality, and other places therein mentioned, as re¬ 
lates to pulling down or rebuilding of partitions or party walls be¬ 
tween houfe and houfe, ena£is. That Jo much of the adi of parliament 
made in the eleventh year of the reign of his majejly King George 
the Firji, as relates to party walls ivithin the faid city and liberty of 
Weftminfter, or any parifh, precindi, or place, comprized within the 
weekly bills of mortality, or within the feveral parijhcs of Saint 
Mary le Bone and Paddington, or within the parijhes of Chelfca 
and Saint Pancras, or either of them, in the county of Middlefcx 
[except the city of London and the liberties thereof, and aljo except 
the party walls of houfes on the river of Thames below bridge) 

Jhould, from and after the pajfing of the faid adi of the fourth year

An aft for raifing the fum of one million five hundred thoufand pounds, 
by way of annuities and a lottery, attended with annuities to be charged 
on the finking fund. 

Preamble. The fum of 1,500,000!. granted 3 to be raifed, viz. 900,000!. 
thereof by annuities, and 6oo,oool. by a lottery. Natives or foreigners, 
who, in books opened at the bank, have fubferibed to the faid (uin of 
900,0001. and depofited 15I. percent, of their lubicription-raoney, are to 
pay the remainder as herein direffed. lol. percent, by 47 May, 17675 lol. 
per cent, by %6 June 5 15!. per cent, by 17 Auguftj 15I. per cent, by 15 
Sept. 15!. per cent, by 30 Oftober5 and 15I. per cent, by 17 Nov. fub- 
feriptionsto the lottery to be paid, viz. 75!. per cent, by 16 Junes 30I. per 
cent, by *8 July 5 and 40I. per cent, by ii Sept. Subferibers to the laid 
Ann of 900,000!. infilled to an annuity of 3I. per cent, Intereft to com¬ 
mence from 5 Jan. 1767. The 6oo,oool. to be raifed by a lottery, to carry 
an interett of 3I. per cent, to commence from 5 Jan- 1768. Intereft on 
both fums to be paid half-yearly, on 5 July, & 5 jan. Subferibers paying 
the whole of their fubferiptions towards the annuities on or before zy Oc¬ 
tober, and to the lottery, on or before 44 July, to be allowed intereft, by 
way of difcoimt, for the fame. Tickets foi' the lottery to be delivered to 
lubferibers compleating their fubferiptions. Annuities made transferrable, 
Receipts to be given for the money paid in towards the faid fum of 
900,000!. the fame are made transferrable. Cafliier of the bank to give fe- 
curity for duly accounting for, and paying over the faid monies into the 
exchequer. Treafury to apply the money to the fervices voted this feflion. 
Names of contributors to be entered in books to be provided by the ac- 
coinptant general of the bank 5 to be inlpefted gratis: Duplicate to be 
tranfmitted into the auditor’s office of the exchequer. Contributors, duly 
paying their contribution monies, intitled to a proportionable fhare of the 
annuities 5 and the fame are to be tax free} but where the furps fubferibed 
fltall not be duly paid, the depofit.

VII. Provided alfo, and be it furtjier enaded. That the faid

W HEREAS in piirfuance of an all of parliament made in the Pre.ambltr, re.i 
twenty fifth year of the reign of King Charles the Second, citing act 15 
intituled. An adt for the encouragement of the Greenland and “* 
Eajiland trades, and for the better fecuring the plantation trade, 
the rates and duties itnpofed by that, and feveral fitbfquent aSls of 
parliament, upon various goods imported into, or exported from, the 
Britilh colonies and plantations in America, have been put under the 
management of the comndffmers of the cujhrns in fexyMndfor the 
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’ time being, by and under the authority and directions of the high trea- 

Jurer-, or commijf oners of the ireafury for the time being: and where¬ 
as the officers appointed for the collection (f the faid rates and duties, 
in America, are obliged to apply to the faid commiffioners of the cuf- 
tonn in Englaiid for their Jpecial inflruCiions and directions, upon 
every particular doubt and difficulty which arifes in relation to the pay¬ 
ment of the faid rates and duties ; whereby all perf ns concerned in 
the commerce and trade of the faid colonies and plantations, are greatly

An aEl to explain^ amend, and reduce into one act of parlia¬ 
ment, the fcveral Jiatutes now in being for the amendment 
and prefervation of the pub lick highways of this kingdom \ 
and for other purpofes therein mentioned. 

W HEREAS the ftveral ftatutes nozv in being for the amend- 
vic?it amiprefervation of the highways of this kingdom, arc 
very numerous, and, in Jorne refpehts, ineff 'eSiual: And whereas the 
good purpojes thereby intended might be better effePied, if the fiid 
Jiatutes -were entirely repealed, and reduced into one At ; be it 
therefore enabled by the King’s moft excellent inajelly, and 
with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, 
and commons, in this prelcnt parliament aflembled, and by the 
authority of the fame, That from henceforth, upon the twenty 
fecond day of September, in every year, unlels that day fliall be 
Sunday, and then on the day following, the conftablcs, head- 
boroughs, tythingmen, chutchwardens, furveyor or furveyors 
of the highways, and houtholders, being afTeiled to any pa¬ 
rochial or pubiick rate, of every paritli, townHiip, or place, 
for which furveyors of the higiiways have been ufually appoint¬ 
ed, (hail alfemble together at the church or chapel of fuch pa- 
rilh, tawnihip, or place ; or if there be (hall no church or chapel, 
tlien at the ufual place of pubiick meetings for fuch parin’), 
townihip, or place, at the liour of eleven in the forenoon;
